LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 22.—About one 
hundred delegates from the three Methodist 
conferences of the State have been here for 
four days endeavoring to locate Hendrix Col- 
lege, an institution named after Bishop Hen- 
drizx of Missour!, which it was decided some 
time ago to remove from Altus, its present 
location. Six towns in different sections of 
the State wanted the college and a heated 
contest was the natural result; The matter 
was decided at2 o’clock this morning by the 
Special Committee composed of twenty of 
the most distinguished divines in the State. 
The college was giyen to Conway, a small 
town onthe Fort Smith road, thirty miles 
from this oity. The citizens of that place 
gave $72,000 toward ite erection. The location 
of this institution is regarded as vastly im- 
portant to every section of the State.

THE NEW REGIME. 


Emporer William’s Letter to Bis- 
mark Accepting His Resig- 
nation as Chancellor. 


The Significance of the Kaiser's 
Recent Speech Pointed Out 
by. a Liberal. 


He Means to Rule as Well as Reign—Two In- 
terpretations of the Constitutions—The 
Imperial and the Liberal View—Powers 
Cosferred Upon the German Monarch 
Bismarck Declines the Proffered Duke- 
dom and Count Herbert Asks te Be Re- 
lieved From Office—The Feeling at Paris 
and st. Petersburg Over the New Order 
of Things at Berlin—The Wales Banquet 
—Proceedings of the Labor Conference. 


ERLIN, March 22— 
The letter of the 
Emperor accepting 
the resignation of 
Prince Bismarck as 
Chancellor has been 
made public. It is 

as follows: 
„Mr DEAR PRINCE 
—It is with deep 
emotion that I learn 
from your request of 
March 18 that you 
are determined to 
retire from the office 
filled by you forso many years with such in- 
comparable results. I had hoped that during 
the lifetime of either of us I should not have 
to face the eventuality of our separation. If 
lam now, while thoroughly conscious of the 
far-reaching importance of your retirement, 
cempelled to face this eventuality, I do 
so with a heavy beart, but with the 
conviction that my granting your request 
will contribute to the presérvation and con- 
servation of your lifg and strength, which are 
both of priceless value to our Fatherland. 
The reasons you give me for your decision 
prove to me that further attempts to induce 
you to withdraw your request are useless. I 
therefore grant, in all kindness, your 
wishes, and accordingly relieve you 
of your office of Chancellor, Pres}- 


dent of the Ministry and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, with afirm conviotion that 
your advice and great 
abilities, your fidelity 
and self-sacrifice will 
in the future, asin the 
past, be available for 
me and for Fatheriand. 
I have always consid- 
ered itone of the most 
fortunate circum- 
stances of my life that 
when I began to reign 
you were atmy side as 
chief councilor. What 
you have accomplished 
and achieved for Prus- 
sia and Germany; what 
you have n to my 
house, to my predecessors, tome, will be 
cherishea asa precious memory by me, and 
by the German people forever. But in otber 
countries than ours your wise and fruit- 
ful policy of pesce, which I intend 
from the fullest conviction to maintain for 
the future as the guiding star of my policy will 
be remembered with glorious appreciation. 
To requite your service at its value is beyond 
my power. I must content myself by assur- 
ing you of the everlasting gratitude of Vater- 
land and myself. Asan evidence of this sen- 
timent I create you Duke of Lauenburg, and 
shall present you, furthermore, with a life- 
size portrait of myself. 

God bless you, my dear Prince, and grant 
you many lone years of untroubled existence, 
cheered by the consciousness of duty nobly 
done. With this conviction Ishall remain 
for the future, also, your faithfully devoted 
and grateful true verbundener, dankbarer 
Kaiser and Koenig.

A MILITARY APPOINTMENT. 

As King of Prussia William adds a post- 
script to the letter. In this he raises Bis- 
marek, who is a Cavalry General in the Prus- 
sian service, tothe rank of Colonel-General.

You stood at the side of my grand 
father of glorious memory with far- 
seeing prudence and fearlessness in his 
troubles. In you was found all that was es- 
sential to carry through the reorganization of 
the army. You helped to clear the way over 
which our army, with God's help, was en- 
abled to march from victory to victory. In the 
great campaign you did your duty as a soldier 
—likeahero. Since then down to this day 
you have been always willing, with néver 
resting care and ready sacrifice, to take an 
active part in preserving to the nation 
that strength for defense which they 
had innerited from their fathers, and thus 
ereate a bulwark of peace. I know thatlam 
as one with the army when I cherish the wish 
thataman who bad done such great things 
may be retained in the front rank of the 
army. I therefore create you Colonel-General 
of Cavalry, with the rank of General Field 
Marshal. 1 pray God that in this post of 
honor you may preserved to me for many 
years.

THE EMPEROR TO GOVERN. 

Dr. Bamberger, leader of the Liberals in the 
Reichstag, eays: ‘‘Emperor Wuliam II. con- 
ceives his mission to be not merely to reign, 
dut to govern. This was the belief of his 

randtather, and it is very far from proven 
that his father had s fundamentsily different 
idea of the functions of the Prussian on- 
archy. e Constitution the

The 
Emperor in the above-mentioned speech re- 
ferred to the Bm peror Willian I. and to the 
great Elector. iMiam I. gave the impulse 
to the social legisiation, which has been the 
peculiar characteristic of Germany in recent

ollow in his footsteps. The great Elector 
represents very different schievements. 
Prussian historians eniogize bl 

the consolidator of the monarchy, in the 
sense that he made Branden burg, 
Prussia and the Rhenish duchies as far as pos- 
sible into a single State. The judicious Amer- 
ican historian of Prussia, Mr. Tuttle, regards 
him with aversion as the subverter of the an- 
cient liberties alike of Brandenburg, of East 
Prussia and of the duchies. But he was the 
zealous and energetic promoter of Prussian 
industry and commerce. The Emperor's in- 
tentions are no doubt excellent, but his recent 
Geciaration that ‘all who oppose me I will 
crush’ makes it more ev dent than any 
event which has since transpired that 
the Librais of Germany have no eas 
part to play. But they have not suffered ad- 
versity without having gained experience, 
and will know how to steer in difficult times.’ 


The Wales Banquet at Berlin. 


BERLIN, March 22.—A banquet was given at 
the Schloss last even ing to the Prince of Wales. 
The Emperor took in Prinoess Frederick 
Charles, while the Prince of Wales took in the 


Empress. Prince George escorted the Princess 
of Saxe-Meningen. At the table Gen. von 
Caprivi, as Chancellor, faced the Prince of 
Wales. Count von Moltke and Count Walder- 
see were also present. During the Danqguet 
Emperor William toasted the Prince of Wales 
in the most complimentary manner. He ex- 

ressed thanks for the reception given him in 

ngland and drank to the continuance of good 
relations between the two nations. The Prince 
of Wales made his reply in German. Thank- 
ing the Emperor for the compliment paid him, 
he said he had already telegraphed Queen Vic- 
toria an account of the brilliant reception ac- 
corded bim. He then drank to the welfare of 
the Emperor and his empire. 


Declined the Dukedom. 


BERLIN, March 22.—A report is In circulation 
here that Prince Bismarck had declined the 
Dukedom of Laurenburg and the appoint: 
ments of Colonel- General of Cavalry and 
Fleld-Marshal- General offered’ him by the 
Emperor. The report causes a great sensa- 
tion. It is also reported that Count Herbert 
Bismarck has pressed the Emperor to accept 
his resignation of the office of Imperial 
Foreign Minister. 


The Danger to Europe. 


Paris, March 22.—In an interview to-day 
Count Benedetti, who was French Ambassa- 
dor at Herlin at the outbreak of the Fraco- 
Prussian war, said that in bis opinion there 
Was nogause for alarm inthe resignation of 
Prinee Bismarck. The only danger to the 
peace of Europe, he declared, would come 
from biundering by Signor Crispi, the Italian 
2 Minister, orthe possible Daakruptcy of 
taly. 


The Russian View. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, March 22.—The Grashdanen 
says: Prince Bismarck’s resignation inaugu- 
rates ap era of fatalism, new ideas and unex- 


pected events, which will compel everybody 
to be on the alert. 

The Journal de St. Pelersbourg says that the 
resignation of Prince Blemarck does not in- 
voive any change in the foreign policy of 
Germany. The Chancellor’s withdrawal from 
office, the Journal declares, emphasizes the 
pacific declarations recently made by Emper 
or William. 


The Laber Conference. 


BERLIN, March 23.—The labor conference has 
adopted a resolution favoring the prohibition 


of the employment of children under 12 years 
of age in factories and mines. 


AN AWFUL OR IME, 


Experience of Mrs. Lena Osher at the 


Hands of a Brute Last Night. 


About daybreak thié morning Private 
Watchman J.J. Bridewell found a woman 
lying on the river bank at the foot of Stein 
street moaningin her distress. The officer 
took the woman to the First District Police 
Station, where she gave the name of Mrs. 


Lena Osher. She told a story of the terrible 
treatment to which she had been subjected. 

Mrs. Osher is a married woman & vears of 
ae, and lives inthis city at 608 Ann avenue. 
She is the mother of five children varying in 
age from 6to 14 years. Her husband is at 
present sick with consumption in Colum- 
bia, III. Yesterday morning Mrs. Osher 
went to visitthe sick man. Heturning rather 
late to the ferry station opposite Carondelet 
she missed the boat. Not knowing what to 
do she appealed to Mrs. Schwartstraube, the 

roprietress of a saloon near the 

erry station for assistance. The woman di- 
rected her toa little hut on the river bank, 
where two brothers, named Kruse had locat- 
ed, telling herthat one of these men might 
row her across the river in a skiff. Mrs. 
Osher, anxious to get home to her children, 
went to the hut. be found a medium-sized 
man, stout in build and with a smooth face in 
the building and asked him to take her across 
the river. The fellow wanted a quarter 
for tre work, but at last agreed to land her on 
the other side for 10 cents, that being all the 
money she had. Onceinthe skiff the fellow 

»nlled up along the Illinois shore, saying that 

e had to pull above some shoals in the river. 
When a clump of willows was reached, out of 
sound of any habitation, the brute pulled 
ashore and dragged his victim out by the hair. 
Notwithstanding the poor woman’s pleas 
that he throw ber in the river rather 
than cause her disbonor, the vVillain kept his 
victim in the place for half an hour. He then 
rowed der to the Missouri shore and landed 
her atthe footof Stein street, telling her to 
keep — on pain of death. Mrs. Osher told 
the private watch@Man as soon as he could be 
found.

PAY FOR HOLIDAYS, 


Kaminer, Prinz & Co. and Their Employes 
Having Trouble Over a Rule. 


James Hughes of Chicago, Ob airman of the 
Executive Board of the Garment Cutters and 
Trimmers’ Association ig inthe city in con- 
nection with trouble the cuttersof Kaminer, 
Prinz & Co. are having with their employeis. 
The firm refuses to pay the men for legal holl- 
days on which the factory is closed, and the 


association is considering measures to force 
the firm to pay. 

Mrs Kaminer said to-day: ‘‘Our men are 
all satisfied. They tell me so when I ask 
them. We have no trouble now, though 1 
understand a boycott is threatened because 
we refuse to pay the men for work they do 
not do. We used to pay them for holidays. 
In last October or November a committee 
came to us and sald our workmen would do 
as much work in nine hours as in ten, I did 
not think so, but we made nine ‘hours 
a days work. The mea did not 
do as much work in nine hours as they had 
done inten. They did six hours’ work less a 
Week. Then they asked for more money. 
We gave thattothem but told them that 
the future we would pay them only for what 
we got. When we docked them for holidays 
they asked why and we told them as they 
had given us no work we would give them no 


SWINDLING EMPLOYERS. 


MERIWETHER ADVOCATES A WAGE WORK - 
ERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION, 


He Shows How Some Classes of Men Who 
Hire Help Make a Practice of Defraud- 
ing Their Empleyes Out of Small Sums 
—How the Protective Association in New 
York Works—A Sensation Spoiled. 


The investigation of the treatment of wace 
workers now being made by Labor Commis- 
sioner Lee Mefriwether and his assistants, 
Messrs. Williams and Hall, has demonstrated 
beyond question the necessity of affording 
some classes of laborers protection from em- 
ployers who try to cheat them out of their 
just dues. Mr. Merriwether said this morning 
that he intended to strongly advocate the 
formation of awage workers’ protective aé- 
sociation and proposes to gather all the in- 
formation he possibly could to show that there 
is great need of such an organization. 

Thore are hundreds of men and women 
laborers who are defranded out of small 
amounts in St. Louis continually, he said 
this morning, and practically have no re- 
dress from swindling employers. Of course 
they could go to law, but the amounts are too 
smallto justify that, and consequently they 
have to quietly submit to the fraud practiced 
uponthem. They havea protective associa- 
tion in New York, sdeh as I am strongly in 
favor of having established here, This asso- 
ciation has a regularly paid attorney, and 
whenever a laborer, man or woman, receives 
less than his or her just dues, be the amount 
ever so small, suit is immediately instituted 
for its recovery. ’’ | 

Now a number of cases in which a protective 
association would have been beneficial have 
already come to my knowledge. Iwill tell 
you of two which will be sufficient togive a 
good idea of the extent ot the evil of which I 
speak. We have been investigating the way 
in which hotel employes are treated and have 
discovered that there isa great deal of jm- 
position practiced by sharp hotel keepers on 
their hired hands. Take the case of a German 
girl who came to me the other day for 
instance. She was employed by the proprie- 
tor ofa cheap hotelto do kitchen work be- 


tween 60’clock in the morning and 8 o’clock 
at night. The wages were agreed on. The 
girl had not been working but a few days 
when her employer insisted on ber working 
until lWo’clock. She objected and quit work. 
Her employer refused to give her any wages. 
Now that poor girl could not afford to go to 
law and ney | had no redress. Her 
case is by no means an unusual one. On the 
contrary I have been led by the investigations 
made to strongly suspect that a number of 
cheap hotel keepers make a practice of 
DEFRAUDING HIRED HELP 
in that way. Another case which proves that 
a Wage Workers’ Protective Association is 
needed in 8. Louls was that of a German 
who had been badly treated by a machine 
company or rather by ite agents forthe com- 
pany denies responsibility for the conduct of 
the agents in this matter. The German had 
purchased a sewing-machine on the lustall- 
ment plan and paid $2 or $s for a number of 
weeks. Finally one day when he had paid 
about $22 in all the agent came around and 
said he wanted $5. The German said he 
did not have $5 to give him 
that he could only pay $2. The agent 
demanded $5 and said that it he did not get it 
he would take away the machine.

Thereupon the man who had sold 
the machine went outside and returned 
with another man whom he introduced as a 
detective, and who be said, would arrest both 
of them if they did not give up the machine. 
TLe German pleaded thatif the agent would 
only wait until Saturday that he wonld be able 
was a reasonable request,

Fears Expressed That the Provisional Gov. 
ernment Will Continue in Power—Re- 
forms in the Argentine Republic—Con- 
dition of Siberian Exiles—Disasters at 
Sea—Events Abroad. 


RIO JANETRO,March 22.—The air here is alive 
with rumors. People are saying now that it 
is the’ Intention of the Provistonal Govern- 
ment to annul the decree convoking the Con- 
stituent Assembly and to prolong the dicta- 
torship for five years. Atadinner given some 
days ago the ex-Minister of Agriculture, 
now Minister of War, took occasion to allude 
to this report. The people of Brazil, he said, 
should be more grateful and not insult 
the Government aud the army by circulating 
such rumors. Neither in the Government or 
in the army was there any one who desired 
the baneful supremacy of thesword. What 
the members of the Government most earnest- 
ly desired was to return as soon as possible to 
private life. Office has no charms for them, 
andasto himself there wasno inducement 
that would be sufficient to reconcile him tc 
remaining permanently in the place he oc- 
cupled. 

The Minister bas since published a card stat- 
Ing that his speech was not correctly re-

The Journal de Commercio, the leading paper 
in Brazil, eulogizes the speech in very warm 
terms and says that it leads to the hope thas 
the decree ot December 23, establishing « 
military ¢ribnnal for the trial of political 
crimes will be revoked. 

The many reports in circulation in reg to 
the boundary treaty with the Argentine Re- 
public have caused the Government to pub- 
lish an article on the subject in 
the official 0 The article 
deprecates discussion of the question at 
present as premature, since the terms of 
the treaty have not yet been made known ,and 
states that all apprehension in regard to those 
terms are groundless, since the governments 
has a fall sense of its responsibility in so im- 
portant a question. Besides, the . treaty, be- 
fore becoming operative, has to be ratified by 
the legisiative assemblies of the two coun- 
tries. If it is not ratified the boundary ques- 
tion will be settled by arbitration, the Presi- 
dent of the United States being requested to 
act as arbitrator.

In another part of the 
prison a riot occurred, in reality it was only a 
slight infringement of some cast iron on 
rules. The average of those flogged ten 
out ot every hundred persons. 
Instances of cruelty in various prisons are 
in which prisoners’ feet were {frozen 
u their ceils and men were sent out to wash 
ciothes when the thermometer was 2 deg.

Price changes in cotton goods, are toward a lower 
range.

Cotton and wool dress goods are 
mostactive. Men's wear woolens are quiet. 

Cotton weakened early on news of Euglish coal 
strikes, but reassuring advices, added to the light 
port movement, overcame the loss. 

Business failures reported to *‘‘Bradstreets’’ num- 
ber 200 in the United States this week, against 209 
last week, and 242 this week last year. Canada had 
thirty-seven this week, against forty-one last weak.

How He Played the Rele of a Long Lost 
Brother, Kissed His Supposed Sister and 
Oried for Joy—The Fraud Discovered, 
and Punished by His Attorney Without 
Delay. 


ESTERDAY evening 

Sorgt. O'Malley and 

Officer Hough arrested 

one Charles Fergu- 

son,“ as he subscribes 

himself, and locked 

him up at the Four 

Courtson the charge 

of vagrancy. This 

morning the fellow 

was arraigned in the 

First District Police 

Court. He pleaded 

8 guilty and was fined 

$50. He asked for hours to leave the city and 
may get them. 

Attorney Thomas B. Estep says Ferguson is 
a monumental liar. In March of 1888 the fel- 
low was indicted for murder in the sec- 
ond degree. He was charged with 
the killing of Thomas Murad. It 
appears that Murad had paid some attention 
to a woman with whom Ferguson had been 
living in the vicinity of Second and Almond 
streets. 

THE TWO MEN 
met in a saloon at 426 South Second street, on 
the evening ef November 10, 1887, anda quar- 
relensued. Ferguson struck Murad over the 
head with a wagon spoke, knocking bim 
down. Murad worked for six weeks after- 
wards, and then went to the City Hospital, 
where he died from the effects of his injuries. 

Ferguson was arrested and secured the ser- 
vices of Mr. Estep in his defense. He was ac- 
quitted by a jury when the case came to trial. 
While be lay in jail, however, be told his at- 
torney and everybody who would listen a 
series of fairy tales which in their brilliancy 
of conception were unrivalied. First he rep- 
resented to Mr. Estep that he was a part owner 
in a big block of real estate in the southern 
part of the oity.

that Charies Ferguson did own such Ie 
but did not discover for many weeks that it 
was another Charies Ferguson altogether.

to relatives in Ohio, who, he said, would as- 
sist bim in his trouble. It was only after a 
young man from the East came on and taiked 
to Ferguson in his cell that the fraud was dis- 
coyered. 
he most daring piece of impudence, bow- 
ever,in whichthe man was concerned was 
his assumed relation toa respectable and 
highly connected young lady living in Chi- 
cago. Itseems thatthe young lady read in 
the newspapers ofthe arrest of Charles Fer- 
uson in t. Louls on the charge of murder. 
er brother ot the same name has deen 
missing from home for over ten years, 
and she wrote to Jailer Callahan 
asking him for information concern- 
the prisoner. In someway this 
letter fell into Ferguson's hands and de en- 
deavored to take advantage of the situation. 
He had Mr. Estep answer the letter assuring 
the young lady that he was indeed her long 
lost brother and asking her to assist him in 
his defense. He so worked upon the lady 
that she actually came on from Chicago 
to see him. She arrived two days 
after Ferguson had been acquitted in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. 
Through Mr. Estep the fellow was found and 
the two met in the attorney’s office, opposite 
the Four Courts. Ferguson, ina highly dra- 
matic manner, threwhie arms around the 
young lady’s neck and actually 8 joy, 
he said. he young lady fell back in alarm 
and as soon as she could get her breath orie 
out to be released, insisting that the fellow 
was no relative of bers. 

But Ferguson was a stayer. He clung 
to the young lady until she 
fell to the floor almost fainting with fright. 
Mr. Estep dragged Ferguson — 2 When he 
had heard the young lady’s description of her 
missing brother, r. step very promptly 
kicked Ferguson out of the office and had not 
seen him again until he appeared in the Police 
Court this morning. The fellow recognized 
his attorney and smiled at him in a knowing 
way as be was led back to the cage. 


To the Mercy of the Court. 


Three jail prisoners, defendants in criminal 
actions in which indictments were recently 
returned to-day resolved to trust to the 
mercy of the court rather than risk their 


liberty in the hands of a jury of their fellow- 
men.

THE KILLING OF GERTIE HISKEY. 


Her Youthfal Lover Explains How It O- 
curred—His Stary Not Credited, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

BETHLEHEM, Pa., March 22.—Olad in the 
white robes of death, the body of Gertie 
Hiskey lies in a coffin at a little home in the 
village of Lehighton. Locked in a ell in the 
town jail, and charged with murder, is Web- 
ster H. Campbell. The prisoner is 16 years of 
age and the girl whose heart beats were 
stopped by a bullet was just entering that 


year when she fell mortally wounded by her 
youthful lover. 

Campbell is the son of a store-keeper at 
11 Last fail while he was ill with 
tvphoid fever one of his visitors was pretty 
little Gertie er: When the boy was able 
to be down - stairs the girl called frequently and 
was at the house almost daily,and when he was 
restored to heaith these visits were returned. 
That the two were in love was evident and 
they spent many winter evenings together in 
the warm kitchen at. Mrs. Hiskey’s home. 
The couple attracted much attention and 
everybody was sure that a wedding would de 
arranged. A pistol shot startied those who 
were sleeping at Mrs. Hiskey’s home Thurs- 
day night. That was an hour before midnight 
and in a moment another report was heard. 
The first had been followed bya scream and 
the noise of afall. Mrs. Hiskey ran down 
stairs, and on reaching the Kitchen found her 
daughter lying on the floor. The girl’s limbs 
were twitching convulsively and blood was 
oozing from the bodice of her dress. As the 
mother entered the room so did young Camp- 
bell. Tearing open the waist the mother saw 
asmall wound on her child’s breast from 
which biood trickled. She bent down. 
Mamma, mamma, I’m dying—“ there was a 
gasp. The little form lay still. The lips the 
mother touched were growing cold. The eyes 
were fixed and the glassy stare told that she 
was dead. 

The mother arose. Leaning against the wall 
was Campbells He was shivering, as if cold, 
and his form was bent almost double. 

Wo did this, Web?’’ asked the mother. 

I. It was an accident,’’ he stammered. 

Just then a Constable ran in. ‘‘Isaw you 
Campbell, he exclaimed, and the click of 
irons as they united around the boy’s wriste 
aroused the half stupefied mother. Don't 
do that, she screamed. ‘‘He was to marry 
my daughter. He has not done anything 
wrong. This was an accident.’’ 

The Constable then explained that he had 
seen Webster re-enter the house after throw- 
ing something away. That something he 
lound to be a revolver with two cham 
empty. Andsothe lad was led away to 
This n a coroner’s inquest was held 
and be was held for murder. The question 
that is on every one’s tongue In the village is: 
Did the boy kill bis pretty little sweetheart

During the 
evening, I don't know the time, I took the 
revolver out of my pocket and put it on the 
mantel so there would be no danger. While 
Gertie and I were standing near the mantel I 
1 * up the revolver and was about to place 

tin my pocket when it slipped and fell out of 
my hand.

Slosson Does Not Think Ives Has Any Sure 
Thing on Securing First Prize.

NEw YORK, March 22.—The often repeated 
statement that Frank Christian Ives, the 
young Napoleon of billiards, has a dead sure 
thing on first place in the coming bililard 
tournament in Chicago was discussed by Geo. 
F. Siosson yesterday forthe benefit of some 
friends who wanted the student to tell them 
whether Ives did have a walkover in his 


opinion. Slosson and Ives were booked at 
the time to play the opening gamein the Opi- 
cago tourney. This is a compliment to Slos- 
son for his victory over Schaeffer in the re- 
cent Chickering Hall tourney. Silosson will 
—＋ Pa to Ives’ 275 in Chicago and 

oth will play 16-inch balk line. In this city 
they met even up as to points to be played, 
but Slosson played l4-inch balk line to Ives’ 
8-inch. He beat Ives. 

Slosson began his explanation by saying 
that it was indisputably a big concession to 
make young Ives to play 500 to his 275, but he 
added that Ives would have to play race-horse 
billiards to beat either Sbaeffer or himself 
(Siosson). Slosson drew a diagram of the 
bed of the table with eight and twelve inch 
lines marked upon it, and then carefully de- 
scribed the fourteen inch balk line nursing 
done by Ives in Chickering hall. It was work 
that won Ives much praise from bililard 
lovers. Siosson admitted that it was fine 
work, but drew attention to the fact that Ives 
had the benefit of six inches of space in 
which to work the nurse. That is to say, he 
was freed from the _ restrictions that 
will be imposed upon him in Chicago. 
He could play either the eight or four- 
teen inch in his games here, and 
was not obliged to drive the balls out of balk 
unless he played the 8-inch entirely, which 
Slosson says he did not do. The freedom from 
the necessity of getting the balls out of baik 
had avery neg mii effect, he declared, in 
improving ives’ play. Siosson said that he 
did not believe that Ives would play as well 
when deprived of this freedom of play and 
would discover that 14-inch balk line was a 
mighty tough game to tackle. Slosson praised 
Ives’ skill at ‘‘deadening’’ the cue ball. a 
very valuable trait in expert playing, when 
the securing or holding of position is aimed 
at. But he added that Ives would find another 
obstacie lu bis way in many of the games. This 
was safety play, an element that could be 
introduced in the game if it became necessary 
to keep the young Napoleon from runsing 
away with things. In conclusion, Slosson

M’AULIFFE THE VICTOR. 


AFTER BEING ALMOST FINISHED HIMSELF, 
HE KNOCKS OUT CARROLL. 


A Hotly Contested Battle of Forty-Seven 
Rounds Before the California Club—Car- 
roll Displays Remarkable &cience and 
Endurance — Full Description of the 
Closing Rounds of the Desperate Fight. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 22.—Early this 
morning Jack McAuliffe, the lightweight 
champion, succeeded in knocking out Jim my 
Carroll, and thus ended one of the closest 
and most hotly contested fights which has 
ever taken place before the California Athletic 
Club. The battle was for a purse of $3,000, of 
which $500 went to the loser, and a side stake 
of $5,000 a side, making the fight worth $12,500, 
all told, to the winner. Carroll is a man 
87 years of age, andthe champion is about 24 
years old, butthe veteran dispiayed remark- 
able skill and endurance and came within an 
ace of winning. MeAuliffe started in at a hot 
pace with the evident intention of knocking 
the old man right out, but Carroll by clever 
dodging and sparring held his own with him 
pretty well without exerting himself too 
much, and by the time the battle was half 


over he was in far better shape than his 
young adversary and looked like a sure 
winner from that time on until the

final round, in whieh he was knocked out. 
In fact, in the last few rounds McAuliffe was 
so extremely weak tbat a good biow would 
have settled him. Although defeated, Carroll 
proved himself to bea wonder, when his age 
is taken inte consideration. McAuliffe, who 
was unwilling to agree to fight under 137 
pounds, weighed two anda balf pounds less, 
or 134% pounds; when he stepped into the 
ring, and was lighter than Carroll, who scaled

began at 9:10 o’clock lastnight. The betting 
just before the battle began was in McAuliffe’s 
favor, and his friends offered 5 to 3 without 
takers. Carroli’s friends wanted 3 to I. They 
got some of this money inthe early part of the 
fight, but asthe fight progressed betting al- 
most ceased. It was reported that $2,000 to 
$1,000 was put on McAuliffe by one sport as 
they stepped into the ring. About $20,000 was 
wagéred all told on the young New Yorker, 
and Dick Roche of St. Louis, his backer, won 
heavily on the contest, though for a while 
things looked very blue for bim. 

Carroll selected Martin Murphy and Florrie 
Barnett as hisseconds and kicked hard when 
Jack Dempsey and Billy Madden were an- 
nounced as McAuliffe’s seconds. He said that 
Dempsey was an employe of the club and was 
therefore disqualified. It was pointed out 
that Carroll, though an employe ot the elub 
himself, had acted as second for McCarthy in 
the latter’s fight with Dempsey last month, 
and the directors suspended the rule and al- 
lowed Dempsey toact for McAuliffe. Hiram 
Cook was selected for referee. 

President Fulda announced that no ‘‘fool- 
ing’’ would be permitted. If it appeared that 
the fight was not square the men would be 
thrown out of the ring. 

The men were inclined to rush the fight in 
the first two rounds, and both landed fre- 
quently. They sparred the third round near- 
ly out with great caution. MeAuliffe saw an 
opening and caught Carroll twice under the 
chin. own to the ninth round it was give 
and take, with some slight advantage to Mo- 
Auliffe. Carroll’s clever dodging had saved 
him much damage. 

Carroll went for MeAuliffe Viciously in tne 
ninth, and brought some blood from his 
forehead. The latter landed on rroli’s 
ribs inthe tenth several times, and ended 
the round with aterrific right swing on Oar- 
roll’sjaw. Inthe twelfth the fighting was 
hot. The men clinched and fell heavily on 
the floor, McAuliffe ontop. Fearful slugging 
at close quarters followed, and the men 
retired at the end of the round quite groggy. 
Carroll scored a knock-down here, landing on 
McAuliffe’s jaw.

SILK THIEVES, 


Important Capture of Crooks by the New 
York Detective Force.

NEw YORK, March 22.—Greeff & Co., com- 
mission merchants at Nos. 20 and 26 Green 
street, have been robbed of more than $5,000 
worth of silks and tailors’ trimmings since the 
holidays, and yesterday the thieves, three in 
number, and the ‘‘fence’’ were captured by 
Detectives Armstrong and Wooldridge of In- 
spector Byrnes’ staff.

The latter was 
waiting for an opportunity to be let into the 
store some night by Folwell, when he was to 
rob the safe. On the confession, which was 
in the maln corroborated by the other brother, 
the detectives last night arrested Abrahams in 
his store and locked him up. The thieves 
pleaded guilty and were held in $700 each. 

The Folwell boys are said to belong to a good 
family in England and have bad a good edu- 
cation. They have an elder brother in this 
city who is an electrician. 

Cropséy is a brother of Private Detective 
Cropsey. Cropsey’s picture in the rogue’s 
gallery is numbered 431. He is Known to 
nearly all hotel clerks, as he isan accom- 
plished hotel thief. In 1878 he was arrested 
forrobbing the safe in Stanwix Hall, a hotel 
in Albany, for which he served a five-years 
sentence. In 1883 he was arrested in this md 
for the robbery of a residence in Passaic, N. 
J., but wat not convicted. |

CAMP LIFE IN SIBERIA. 


An Interesting Lecture Last Evening by 
Geo. Kennan in Entertainment Hall. 


A large audience gathered last evening 
to hear the frst of Geo. Kennan’s series 
lectures in Entertainment Hall. The 
subject of the lecture was ‘‘Oamp Life 
in Eastern Siberia. Mr. Kennan began 
with the departure of the Russian- 
American telegraph expedition from San 
Francisco. He made a few humorous 


remarks about his first attempts in learnin 
the Russian language. He gave a beautifu 
description of his trip through Southern 
Kamchatka in autumn, when the atmosphere 
was as clear and all nature as lovely as in 
California. He described the great 
stretches of prairie with tall, waving grasses 
and Kamchatkan lilies, the majestic moun- 
tains snow-capped, the rosy velil thrown over 
nature by the Siberian sunset. After traveling 
500 miles north of Petropaviovsk and 150 miles 
north of the last native settlement, up to the 
head of the Oxotsck Sea, the cold, dreary, 
bitter weather of a Siberian winter was expe- 
rienced on the barren, 8 — 72 The 
party collected 300 dogs. div them 
into gixteen teams for dog siledges and 
started out with forty days’ provisions, 
to travel through the Korak country. 
The party lost its way inthe biinding snow, 
and the provisions were reduced toa dirty 
handful of bard bread and aemali amount of 
blubber used to grease the guns. His descrip- 
tion of these homadic people is an exceeding- 
ly interesting one. He descriped their homes, 
which arein tents of furs about thirty-five 
2 in diameter, and are diyided into rooms 
y fur 

The gt ts lighted with adish of burning 
seal blubber. The lecturer gave — bend 
bumorous description of a Korak apper 
which, he said, consisted of clotted b ood, 
tallow and a balf-digested portion of moss 
taken from a reindeer’s stomach, the whole 
being paddled into a dark-colored pudding. 
The relig.on of the Korake is nothing more 
nor less than the worsbiping of the devil. 
The evil spirit ie the controlling power ot all 
inearth and beaven. In the services, the 
priest begins a chant in slow, low monotony, 
which gradually increases in volumne, energy 
and rapidity until finally he goes into a kind 
of a trance. After this the beating of the 
drum begins, and the congregation dance 
about the tent. The priest usually delivers a 
message from the evil spirit, in Whip the 
tribe is always instructed to sacrifice so any 
dogs or reindeers. 

The Koraks believe that when a member 
of the tribe gets too old for use he should then 
be killed, and he is put to death by a spear 
thrust. The weddings are very simple in 
form. The bridegroom works a certain 
length oftime forthe bride’s father and then 
the ceremony takes place. The bride's triends 
gets large clubs and thena race ensues be- 
tween the bridegroom and the bride. Her 
friends assist herin escaping, but they retard 
the progess of the bridegroom in every poss!i- 
ble manner. The only waythe bridegroom 
can catch her is for ber to trip and fall down, 
and ifshelikes him this will happen. After 
he catches her they are man ana wife. 

One day we stopped ata camp of Koraks, 
who told us of a party of white men who had 
landed on the coast some 300 miles away. As 
We advanced we heard more of these white 
men. We heard also that they had bulit them- 
selves a house in a snowdrift and thatthe only 
thing that could be seen of the house was a 
big black circle from which smoke arose. That 
satisfied us thatthe men were surely some- 
where onthecoast. No native Siberian could 
conceive the idea of astovepipe. Someone bad 
seen it. We pushed on with ail possibie haste. 
Wa thougbt possibly that it was a company 

sent out by our own employers for the pur- 
pose of working their way toward us. One 
night when we were traveling along the shore 
of the great Ob River Mr. Dodd a up and 
lay upon bis sied, willing to die. talked, I 
Ieould not urge 
In my efforts to re- 


coaxed, but to no avail. 
ulm to another effort. 
kindle the energy of Mr. Dodd, some 
ef our native drivers had «one on 
ahead. Just as I was about to give or- 
ders to gointo camp we beard a sound upon 
the “silent midnight air. It was the voice of 
one of our native drivers heralding usa dis- 
covery. We urged our dogs ahead, reached 
the drivers and found an evidence in that al- 
most God-ftorsaken country of civilization. It 
was the remains of a distarded whaleboat. 
Some of our drivers had adva:ced still fur- 
ther ahead. Presently our ears caught the 
sound of another voice. I rushed in the di- 
rection of the sound. One of our drivers was 
found looking down that stovepipe. The 
party was composed of friends of mine from 
San Francisco.’’ 

Mr. Kennan also lectured this afternoon and 
will lecture again thisevening. His descrip- 
tions of life in this barren country are all the 
more interesting because the incidents men- 
tioned by him eame under his personal no- 
tice. His descriptions are marvelous oral 
paintings, and the vein of romance always 
adds a peculiar charm to them.

TO PROTECT THE RIVER. 


A DETERMINED sTAND “TAKEN AGAINST 
LOW BRIDGES. 


St. Louis Merchants Prepdring an Appeal to 
Congress Against Seme Projected Im 
pediments to. Navigation—A Deputation 
to Visit Washington—aA Strong Paper ia 
Preparation. 


ITHIN a few weeks 
the River and Har- 
bor Committee of 
the House of Rep- 
resentatives will 
have its report as 
far as the Missis- 
sippi River is con- 
cerned prepared 
for presentation to 
Congress, and the 
advocates of unim 
peded navigation onthe Mississippiare tak- 
ing steps to present their case as strongly as 
possible. Letters were yesterday received 
from Washington, stating that the railroads 
interested in the Natchez bridge were joining 
forces with those desiring permission to build 
alow and narrow bridge at Memphis, and 
were actively lobbying to seoure the approval 
of their measures by the committee. 
TO APPEAR BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Those interested inthe navigation of the 
river are taking steps to meet the arguments 
advanced dy those who wish to bridge the 
river at as small a cost as possible, and next 
week a delegation will leave for Washington 
to see that the case is stated as it should be to 
the committee. The Natchez bridge project- 
ors are seeking to obtain permission to bulld 
with aspan of 800 feet and a height of 70. 
This is somewhat better than the Memphis 
project, but meets with the entire disapproval 
of the engineer bureau, the exporters and the 
steamboat and barge lines. From a large ex 
porter in this oity it was learned that the rall- 
road lobby, the citizens of Natchez, and many 
of those of Memphis were endeavoring by all 
means in their power to secare the passage of 
measures such as they desire. Great stress is 
laid on the fact that on the Missouri, Ohio and 


the Mississippi a number of bridges have been 
authorized by the Government that are more 
objectionable than those at Memphis and 
Natchez, and it is argued t hat to wake the 
requirements more severe at the present 
time than they have heretofore been is an in- 
justice and can accomplish no good end, asa 
boat that can pass one narrow bridgé can pass 
another. 
CONVINCING ARGUMENTS. 

To meet these arguments testimony is now 
in course of preparation, showing that the 
low bridges’ already authorized have practi- 
cally destroyed water traffic on the upper 
Mississippi, there being fourteen low and nar- 
row bridges to be passed between St. Pauland 
St. Louis, that the existence of unsuitable 
structures on the Missouri has in 
at least two instances prevented the 
organization of steamboat lines to ply upon 
that river, and that the value of the Ohio has 
been most seriously impaired from the same 
cause. The merchants of Cincinnati! engaged 
inthe Southern trade are preparing a paper 
for presentation to Congress, setting forth 
the disadyantages under which they have 
labored because of the hasty and ill-consid- 
ered authorization of inadequate bridges, 
and protesting against any measure tending 
to obstruct the water route to 
the Gulf ports. The insurance companies 
have testified that their rates were largely 
based upon the number and size of the 
bridges, and that they have been raised when- 
ever a bridge below certain dimensions 
was thrown across therivers. Their repre- 
sentatives deciare thatif the bridges under 
consideration are bullt on the plans proposed, 
a very reat increase in the insurance 
rates will become necessary in order to pro- 
tect the companies from the losses that are 
certain to result. 

FIGURES ARE BEING COMPILED, 

the importance of the check upon 
railroad rates 1 — by river competition, 
the difference in ight charges to Gulf ports 
when the rivers are open and when they are 
closed being often over 100 per cent, and 
sometimes as high as 250 percent. Opinions 
of eminent engineers have been ob- 
tained, stating that the Memphis Bridge, as 
recommended by the Secretary of War, will 
prove to be the greatest austacie to naviga- 
tion now existing on the Lower Mississippi, 
and that its authorization will add greatly to 
the dangers and costof river transportation. 
Steam boatmen and those interested in barge 
lines are preparing evidence pointing out the 
3 — dangers that will result. To pass 

he Memphis bridge every tow ot any size at 
all will have to be split, a difficuit and dan- 
gerous operation with high water and 
A swift current. In conclusion the 
corn shipments for export from St. Louis 
and points south will de presented as evi- 
dence of the importance of keeping open the 
great waterway of the country, and the nar- 
row margin of profit upon which this busi- 
ness is operated willbe clearly made mani- 
fest. By rail the cost of transporting a 
bushel of corn to the seaboard is often twice 
the amount the grower receives, and this 
expense frequently renders export im possblie, 
The European market will only take 
corn when the price is low, 
and if it is increaseaq some 
other cereal will be substituted. 
The remarkable growth of the corn export 
within the last three years is ascribed to the 
lessened cost of transportation which the im- 
provement ofthe river route and the in 
creased accessibility of the gulf ports has ren- 
dered possible, anda strong appeal will be 
made to the committee to discountenance 
anything which will tend to prevent the ex- 

rt of one of the most valuable American 
crops. If unsuccessful in committee the 
friends of unimpeded navigation will carry 
the fight into Congress and count upon the 
support of the entire agricultural interest. 
St. Louis has more at stake than any other city, 
and the merchants interested will see that 
their case is properly presented.

AFTER THIRTY-FIVE YEARS. 


Skeletons Exhumed Supposed to Be the R- 
mains of Mackenzie’s Men. 


CHICAGO, III., March 22.—A dispatch from 
Pierre, 8. D., says: While some workmen 
were excavating yesterday on the blaff north 
of Capitol Hillthey unearthed the skeletons 
of ten human beings, all seemingly thrown 
into a pit togetner, rocks and other debris be- 
ing thrown on top and covered with dirt. 
Six of the skulls were of white men and one a 


white woman’s, the others being Indians. 
Bullet holes were found in five ofthem. The 
head of the woman had been crashed with a 
hatchet. An arrow head was found in the 
breast bone ofan Indian sklieton. Nothing 
was found about the remains to give 
a clew as to who they were 
except a silver medallion dated 
1347, having the name of Henry Mackenzie on 
the reverse side and an inscription noting the 
bravery ofthe wearer at the battle of Buena 
Vista. Col. Joe Reed, a famous scout among 
the Sioux far forty-five years or more, was 
shown the medallion and'saia he remembered 
Mackenzie. He said the last recollection he 
had of this’ man was thirty-five years ago, 
when he started out with a party, consisting 
of bis wife, four men and several Indians, to 
go through to Fort Benton from old Fort 
George, twélve miles from the river. The 
party never arrived at Fort Benton, and no 
traces of them were ever found. He thinks 
those skeletons are the remains of Mackenzie 
and his little band, as the Sioux were sem 
hostile at that date. a

AMERICAN MEAT EXPORTS 


THE EDMUNDS BILL TO BE OPPOSED IN 
CONGRESS. 


An Important Conference of Packers and 
Exporters From Interior Points Held in 
Washington—The Two Obnoxious Provis- 
jona of the Bill—Arguments Fer and 
Against—Confident of Success.

posed to the passage 

of the Edmunds Dill 
in reference to dressed meat intended for ex- 
port, that steps have been taken to fight the 
measure in Congress, and that the support of 
a large number of Congressmen has already 
been secured. The advocates of the bill claim 
that its provisions, while apparently onerous, 
are in reality required by the situation, and 
that its passage will prpve of lasting bene fit 
to the provision trade throughout the 
country. 

THEY BASE THIS CLAIM 

principally on the known hostility of several 
European nations, notably Germany and 
France, to the importation of American meat. 
Owing to the high cost of living in the coun- 
tries mentioned compared with the ruling 
rates of wages, no Government feels able to 
take the stand that cheap American food 
products should be kept out for the benefit of 
the home atock raisers, and that therefore the 
opposition is based on the alleged ground of 
the unhealthiness of American meat shipped 
abroad. A strict survelilance is main- 
tained. every piece of meat that. is not 
m perfect condition is condemned, and a few 
exceptional instances are made to apply to 
the entire export. All statements emanating 
from the United States to the effect that any 
epidemic has broken out among either cattle 
or hogs, and all statements made before State 
Legislatures with reierence to the necessity of 


hoof inspection, are carefully copied in 
French and German journals, and are made 
the ostensible reason for prohibitive legisla- 
tion, the true inciting cruse of which is the 
protection of the home producer from foreign 
competition. One of the great objections 
made by foreign governments to 
the receipt of American meat is that it is prac- 
tically uninspected, and that this fact renders 
it more than likely that a very considerable 
amount of diseased meat is contained in every 
shipment. 
WERE A STRICT EXAMINATION 
insisted upon before export this objection 
could not be made and one of the most effect- 
ive weapons of those who have been attempt- 
ing to exclude American meat products from 
European markets would be rendered useless. 
The representatives of the exporters and 
packers are prepared to state that they are 
perfectly willing to submit to inspection, and 
agree that such a system would be best for the 
interests of all concerned. But they will 
oppose the provision of the bill r et ed ee 
all meat shall be inspected at New York. 
effect of this would be to make all other —— 
mere way stations and favor New Lork at the 
expense of the interior cities where the meat 
is handled and which are near the producing 
districts. Many New York firms have long 
been trying, 80 far unsuccessfully, to obtain a 
large share of the exporting business, and the 
provision in question is belleved to be intro- 
duced solely in their interest. To this St. Louis, 
Chicago, COlncinnati, Indiatapolis, Louis- 
ville and other points are strongly opposed. 
The exporters demand that inspectors be sta- 
tioned at all points where the output is large, 
and that they be allowed to ship from any 
port they please, without woe obliged to 
send their meat to New York for inspection. 
THE ADVOUATES OF THIS PROVISION 
of the bill give as a reason for it that inspec- 
tion made atthe producing cities will be re- 
arded with suspicion abroad, and will not 
ave the same effect upon foreign ublic 
opinion as an examination at New York, 
which would bea mere shipping point, with- 
outinterest in the condition of the output of 
any particular factory. It is this feature 
of the bill to which the.8t. Louls interest is 
most opposed, as ite adoption would go far 
to check the recent rapid growth of the ex- 
ort trade of this city and prevent shipment 
— river. The New York interest is, as a mat- 
ter of course, strongly in favor of this clause 
ofthe bill. Another clause, which does not 
greatly affect St. Louis, but which is still 
more unpopular with the cities dealing in 
dressed beef, is the one requiring all meat 
roducta to be slaughtered at least sixty days 
efore shipment. The reason given is 
that sound meat can be ept in 
perfect condition for this len 
— time, but that if diseased it will not. he 
acknowledged difficulty of discriminating be- 
tween sound and unsound fresh beef will thus, 
it is claimed, be obviated. The packers deny 
this entirely, and declare that the imposition 
of such a delay before shipment will practi- 
cally close the foreign markets, as although 
the meat can easily be kept fora much Kreater 
length of time, the prejudice resulting 
from the knowledge of this rovision of the 
law would be fatal. St. Louis is less interested 
in this than ih the section 3 gem, inspec- 
tion at New York, as nearly t entire meat 
export trade Is in the form of pork and bacon, 
The representatives of the interior cities are 
confident of carrying their point, and defeat- 
ing the objectionable provisions Of the bill.
